PORT COLBORNE - They 
are some of the hardest work¬ 
ing people in the community.

For the students, it’s 
an opportunity to gain real 
world experience in a pre¬ 
ferred work field before they 
make the plunge into post¬ 
secondary education. 

“It’s always interested to see 
the kids working in the com¬ 
munity,” said teacher Shawn 
Coers, who heads Port High’s 
co-op program. “What’s 
really fortunate are the differ¬ 
ent placements there are out 
there. Many are repeat place¬ 
ments that have taken stu¬ 
dents throughout the years.” 

Of the students taking 
part this semester include: 


Erin Hardy, who works at 
Boggio Pharmacy, Jon Chase 
at Thruway Muffler, Hayden 
VanGool at The Pit Stop, Chris 
Kerr at Port Colborne Marine, 
Justin Busch at Marlon 
Marina and Tabitha Tonnies 
at Steele Street Public School. 

Coers said the school tries 
its best to match up the stu¬ 
dents with their preferred 
work industries. The co-op 
course is an elective credit at 
the school. 

Before being placed in the 
workforce students are inter¬ 
viewed extensively to find 
a compatible match. From 
there they are paired with a 
company based on career 
aspirations or life passions. 

The placement lasts one 
semester. There are currently 
58 students signed up for next 
semester. 

The next program will start 
up in February.

The right location 

L ock 8 Park is the unanimous choice as home of a 
skateboard and BMX park in Port Colborne. 

At a recent open house, those in attendance picked the 
park, alongside the Welland Canal, as the preferred site 

The choices, presented by consultant LANDinc., were 
H.H. Knoll Lakeview Park, Lock 8 Park, Seaway Park and 
the fourth location — suggested by youth at the meeting 
— was just south of the fire hall on Mellanby Ave. 

Lock 8 was picked because of its central location and 
high visibility. 

Youth from both side of the canal can easily access 
the park, by skateboard, bike or inline skates. The 
recreational trail passes right by it, allowing for access 
that keeps the youth off of the roads. 

High visibility was not only important to the youth 
involved in the process, but also to Niagara Regional 
Police, who were also at the meeting. Police supported 
the location, because it allows them to see the park and 
ensure the youth there are safe and protected. 

While some may see the youth as the problem and 
in need of being seen, that’s not always the case. Yes, 
some youth can cause problems with bad language or 
behaviour, but there are also adults that do the same 

Not only is the park central and visible, but it’s close to 
the fire hall in case of emergency. Youth could even reach 
out to St Lawrence Seaway Management Corp. workers 
who are nearby if they needed to. 

There was some opposition to the choice of Lock 8 Park 
due to it being a tourist location in the city, especially 
with some teens using language others may find 
offensive. 

But not all youth can be painted with the same brush 
and one can argue the whole city is a tourist location 
Youth in the city, including the Mayor’s Youth Advisory 
Council, were behind the choice of location of the park. 

Mayor Vance Badawey said youth were empowered 
throughout the whole process and added it was about 
time their voices were heard. 

To show their support for the project, youth have 
pledged to fund 10% of the cost. 

Depending on the final design of the skateboard and 
BMX park it could cost between $600,000 and $700,000. 
Money was set aside for construction in 2010. 

Badawey said people have already approached local 
youth about funding the project. 

We’re glad to see both the youth and the community 
get behind the project.

Happy New You! Happy New Year!

H ave you ever made a New Year’s 
resolution that had the shelf-life 
of an election promise?

Is it possible that this is because you 
were adding new coolant to an old 
heater core? 

Oops... I guess I need to tell you 
the story behind this profoundly life¬ 
changing insight, don’t I?

At this time of year patients are starting to complain about dry skin. Dry 
skin management often involves some trial and error of different products, 
but there are some general rules everyone can follow to help manage 
symptoms. 

Dry skin occurs when oils in the skin are lost and water that is normally 
in the skin is able to escape. When bathing or showering it is important to 
use lukewarm water as opposed to hot water. Hot water can cause more 
oil to be lost from the skin and cause itching and dryness. Soap should be 
used only for groin, underarms, and feet. Other moisturizing body washes 
can be used for the rest of the body. After showering or bathing apply a 
moisturizer to help retain some of the moisture from the shower. 

There are many different types of moisturizers. Depending on the 
ingredients they have separate functions. Some ingredients can hydrate 
and soften the skin. Others provide a barrier to prevent water loss, and 
others help to draw water to the top layer of the skin. Depending on what 
combination of ingredients are used there are four classes of moisturizers. 
There are ointments, oils, creams, and lotions. 

Examples of ointment moisturizers include Aquaphor, and Vaseline. These 
moisturizers can be greasy and only a small amount is needed. They would 
be useful for someone with very dry hands. They can be applied at night 
under cotton gloves. 

An example of an oil moisturizer would be baby oil. Again, only a small 
amount is needed. It is not a good idea to add these to the bath because 
they can make the tub very slippery. As well they can cause yeast infections 
when added to bath water. 

An example of a cream moisturizer would be Cetaphil moisturizing cream. 


for people with allergies. 

Lotions are the least greasy; however, they sometimes contain alcohol and 
can be drying. An example would be Nivea body lotion. Read the label on 
the back of the lotion. You may want to avoid those that contain alcohol. 

In general, most moisturizers need to be applied several times throughout 
the day. 

Our cold dry climate leads to many complaints about dry skin. Luckily, 
there are many products on the market than can help even the worst 
sufferers. If you are not sure about what is right for you, you may need to 
ask for some professional advice.
